The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The second reference in the anticipation rejection was used to show inherent 
features of the first reference. Bojarczuk teaches identical invention since the method is applicable to Pr. Interface material will 
not not grow between praseodymium oxide and the body region because the oxide deposition is carried out below room 
temperature (see column 2. lines 14 - 16). Similarly. Wilk and Borden teach that surface roughness of the body region is 
important for device function reliability.
